Aki  Bem  a  Npebavcx  ?— An  tinu-.-n.il  casa 
is  being  tried  in  the  Cumberland  County 
(1’enu.J  Court,  that  of  U-otiug  by  a  jury 
whether  th*  keeping  ul  a  largo  number  of 
bees  in  a  town  or  borough  ia  a  public  nuis¬ 
ance  or  not  The  ca*^  in  from  West  Fair- 
view,  a  small  town  utt  the  opposite  side  of 
the  river  from  Harris  burg.  Two  citizens 
had  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  skvps  of 
bees,  and  as  the  summer  was  scarce  of  ma¬ 
terial  such  us  the  bees  feed  upon  they  came 
iu  large  number*  into  the  houses,  stores, 
grape  arbors,  and  wherever  there  was  any¬ 
thing  for  them  to  feed  upon.  In  one  in¬ 
stance  they  swarmed  into  a  neighbor** 
kitchen,  and  were  there  fbr  day*,  he  not  be¬ 
ing  able  to  hive  them,  the  queen  being 
killed.  They  were  especially  bad  about  can¬ 
ning  and  preserving  time,  compelling  th* 
housewifu  to  do  her  preserving  in  the  even¬ 
ing,  and  in  one  instance  the  wife  had  to 
climb  in  and  out  of  the  window  for  days,  not 
daring  to  open  the  dobrs,  for  the  bees  wonld 
go  in  by  hundreds  ;  persons  were  stung 
passing  aloug  the  streets;  and  highways ;  en¬ 
tire  houses  became  infested  with  bees,  so 
much  so  that  the  inmates  could  not  return 
to  rest  at  night  withont  being  stung  by  the 
bees  ;  treys  of  fruit  put  out  for  drying  were 
entirely  consumed.  Indeed,  a  reign  of  ter¬ 
ror  was  experienced  for  several  months,  until 
a  committee  of  citizens  Agreed  to  abate  the 
nuisance,  and,  after  Several  effort*,  appealed 
to  the  court. 

The  defense  claimed  that  the  raising  and 
keeping  of  bees  was  an  iudqstry,  and 
such  could  not  come  nuder  tbe  head  of  a 
public  nuisance,  and  that  suit  could  not  be 
brought  nor  damages  recovered  for  the  keep¬ 
ing  of  honey-beea.  The  attorneys  on  both  1 
sides  presented  the  opinions  of  several 
judges  and  the  law  points  in  the  case,  after  I 
which  the  court  decided  the  case  should  be  1 
tried,  and  tbe  testimony  wa*  received.  Bnt  1 
one  case  seems  to  be  on  record  in  the  State,  : 
and  that  was  tried  before  Judge  Pearson,  in 
Dauphin  County,  years  ago,  in  which  the  - 
defendant  was  adjudged  guilty,  and  had  to 
pay  a  fine  and  abate  the  nuisance. — Hurrit- 
burg  TeltgrapL

AND  ITS  INSttrUTE*— ITS  PROSPERITY  IK  COM¬ 
MERCIAL  AFFAIRS — A  TRANSIENT  VISIT  TO 

TOLEDO. 

Upon  my  arrival  from  Milwaukee  in  Chicago 
I  was  cordialljfteeclyed  toy  Mr.  Albert  Hayden 
of  the  firm  of  Bayden  Sc  Alien  and  enjoyed  his 
hospitalities  for  two  day*  and  then  started  East, 
Toledo  being  my  objective  point.  This  city 
with  its  Spanish  name  stand*  on  Ute  1 
a  river  which  ^ce  bore  tbe  meiodiou*  title  of 
Miami  of  the  ytkes.  Ohio  having  already  two 
Mlamls  the  name  of  the  northern  river  wss 
changed.  Toledo  is  four  miles  from  the  mouth 
of  the  river  and  ten  miles  from  Lake  Erie, 
Maumee  Lake  lying  between.  It  ranks  fourth 
among  tbe  I^ilte  Erie  cities.  It  is  a  city  of 
sldcrable  commercial  Importance,  especially  in 
the  lumber  sad  grain  interests.  My  stay  at 
Toledo  wss  of  brief  duration,  but  though  brief 
I  formed  tho  acquaintance  of  auumber  of  friends 
who  represented  the  business  as  well  as  the 
financial  iutert*’-  of  the  city.  ' 

After  leaving  Toledo  I  started  for  the  City  of 
Detroit,  some  6G  miles  north.  The  route  from 
Toledo  to  tidgbeautiful  city  lies  directly  along 
the  shore  of  Detroit  River.  Tho  city  itself,  with 
the  exception  of  Mac-kcuack,  was  tbe  first  white 
settlement  in  the  northwest.  It  was  visited  by 
the  French  in  1010.  In  1701, 1  am  Informed, 
colony  of  Preach  emigrants  was  sent  out  from 
France  who  mingled  with  the  Indians  or  half- 
breeds,  whom  history  is  directly  connected 
with  the  history  of  the  fur  trade.  Down  the 
D’Etroit,  or  strait,  as  tbe  river  waa  termed  in 
the  early  day%  came  twice  a  year  the  train  of 
bateaux  aud  canoes  laden  with  furs  from  the 
far  West  and  the  Red  River  of  tbe  North.  Then 
came  days  of  gsyety  and  dancing.  Music  and 
dancing  eii  'll*  Iu  prayers  and  rows  in  the  little 
church  with  two  bells  aud  then  adieu  aud  away 
they  went,  testing  Detroit  to  another  six  month 
of  quiet,  ln  1805  the  old  town  was  burned  aud 
the  new  town  which  arose  ou  the  site  was  laid 
out  with  morarcgularity  but  at  the  expense  of 
ItspIcturesqU^  quaJntne*#.  Tbe  flag  that  flic* 
over  it  hasbemi  changed  five  times  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  order  :  Henri),  British,  American,  British, 
Aiucrlcau,  and  it  hasbecu  the  scene  of  oue  sur¬ 
render,  Iwt-lcp  massacre*  aud  fifty  battles.  It 
is  Indeed  a  Frtcrau  town  when  compared  to 
Ctcvelnud  aud  Buffalo.  It  was  already  a  cen¬ 
tury  old  v  lief  they  were  born.  There  are  very 
many  interesting  incidents  connected  with  the 
early  history  of  this  now  beautiful  city  hut  I 
will  not  attempt  to  give  you  any  further  account 
of  them  but  will  endeavor  to  give  you  a  con¬ 
densed  account  of  the  city  aa  it  now  appears. 

The  CUy  oi  Detroit  is  beautifully  located  on 
Detroit  River,  a  stream  which  varies  in  width 
from  a  half  to  ouc  and  •  half  miles,  and  the 
depth  of  the  tvutcr^ls  from  thirty  to  fifty  feel. 
Vessels  of  v*ry  heavy  touungo  can  easily  navi¬ 
gate  its  water*.  The  city  itself  occupies  a  aomc- 
w  hat  elcv.itid  position  aud  ia  perfectly  safe 
from  Inundation*.

It  is  undoubtedly  one  of 
the  best  laid  out  sud  well  kept  cities  of  the 
West.
